Will assemble at Richmond, Va., on Wednesday, May 6th, 1908, 
and adjourn Wednesday, May 13th. 


THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 


The Committee has met three times since the Minneapolis con- 
ference adjourned; in New York on July 11th, in Chicago, Sept. 
16th, and at Jamestown, Va., Oct. 29 and 30, during the session 
of the Virginia State Conference, in which the members of the 
committee present, took part. 

The date for the 35th Conference was decided at the third meet- 
ing, as above noted. It was resolved to give up all the mornings 
to section meetings. All the general sessions will be held in 
the evenings, each committee being allotted one of them. 

On Sunday the Conference Sermon will be delivered in the after- 
noon; in the evening the Conference will hold a general session 
devoted to children. 

The number of sectional meetings will be practically optional 
with the committees. To each one that wishes for it, will be as- 
signed a room for its exclusive use for the sectional meetings. By 
this plan adjournment may be made from time to time as desired 
and the discussions will not be cut off. as has often been the case, 
by the necessity of vacating the room for some other committee’s 
use. 

The meeting of the Executive Committee at Jamestown was 
attended by representatives from the city of Richmond and the 
date of the Conference and the use of the evening sessions was 
decided upon with their advice and approval. 

The president, secretary and one or two other members of the 
Executive Committee will go to Richmond early in January, at 
which time the local committee will be organized and other ar- 
rangements made.
